PAPERS WANTED!!! 


The number of papers that come to the Highway Division’s Publications 
Committee to be evaluated for possible publication in the Proceedings of the 
Society (Journal of the Highway Division) has declined steadily during the 
past few months. Very few papers are now on hand and prospects of addition- 
al papers in the immediate future are dim. 

The lack of suitable papers is disturbing to the members of this committee; 
it should be a matter of concern to every active member of the Highway Di- 
vision. 

An important function of the Journal is to serve as a meeting place for the 
exchange of ideas among members of the Division. Stimulating, thought- 
provoking papers are highly desirable and reflect the vitality of the group. 

Reasons for the decline in number of papers available for review are un- 
doubtedly many and varied. The basic factor probably is that prospective 
authors—even members of the Division—do not think often enough of the Jour- 
nal as a primary outlet for their work. 

Reversal of the trend can only come by concerted and prompt action. 
Measures necessary to revitalize the Journal include these: 

1. Every participant in the program of a national meeting should be urged 
to prepare his paper in a form suitable for publication. 

2. Speakers on highway topics at local section meetings should also be 
urged to prepare papers for publication and to submit them for consideration. 

3. Technical committees should include the publication of significant re- 
ports in their plans of future activities. 

4, Every member of the division should keep the journal in mind as an 
important outlet for papers, reports and ideas. Papers published have a high 
level of exposure to technical people concerned with similar ideas and pro- 
lems. 

Submission point for papers intended for Journal publication is the Mana- 
ger of Technical Publications, American Society of Civil Engineers, 33 West 
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39th Street, New York 18, New York. The publication *Author’s Guide to the 
Publications of ASCE” will assist materially in the preparation of papers. It 
is available, without cost, from ASCE.

CHAIRMAN BUGGE ELECTED PRESIDENT OF HRB--- 


Our new Highway Division Chairman, William A. Bugge, Director of the 
Washington State Department of Highways, was elected chairman of the High- 
way Research Board, National Academy of Sciences—National Research 
Council, at the recent January meeting of that organization. 


Mr. Bugge has been in highway engineering since 1922. He has served in 
his present post since 1949. 

His activities in the highway engineering field have been many and varied. 
He is a past president of the American Association of Highway Officials and 
is a vice president of the American Road Builders Association. 


---AND IS HONORED BY THAT ORGANIZATION 


At the same meeting of the Highway Research Board, Mr. Bugge was rec- 
ognized at the Board’s 40th Anniversary Banquet with the nation’s top honor 
in the highway field. 

Mr. Bugge received the George Bartlett Award, foremost tribute in the 
highway research field. The late Mr. Bartlett was a Chicago pioneer in high- 
way development three decades ago. 

The plaque was presented by former Commissioner of Public Roads, C. D. 
Curtiss, a 1957 Bartlett Award recipient, now associated with the American 
Road Builders Association. 
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Mr. Bugge was formally elected to the chairmanship of the Board, a unit 
of the National Academy of Sciences—National Research Council, at an earlier 
meeting. 

In the presentation ceremonies, Mr. Bugge was lauded for nearly four 
decades of distinguished service to highway progress in America, beginning 
in 1922, after his graduation from Washington State College, when he joined 
the staff of the State Highway Department in his native state of Washington. 

Except for two brief interludes of service with the Pacific Division of The 
Asphalt Institute, and as a county engineer in Washington, he has been con- 
nected during his entire life with the state highway department. 

In 1957, Mr. Bugge was president of the American Association of State 
Highway Officials. As chairman of the Committee on Design Policies of that 
organization, he was responsible for development of the standards for the 
National System of Interstate and Defense Highways now being constructed 
under the expanded federal-aid program. 

In addition to his duties as highway director, Mr. Bugge also served Wash- 
ington as chief of the Washington Toll Bridge Authority. He has been presi- 
dent of the Western Association of State Highway Officials, president of the 
Washington State Association of County Engineers, and currently is serving 
as chairman of the Highway Division of the American Society of Civil Engi- 
neers, 

“This man,” said Mr. Curtiss, in presenting the bronze plaque, “has been 
the active head of every single organization in the highway transportation field 
to which he has belonged. This fact is tribute enough to the tremendous 
leadership which he has given so effectively over the years. The American 
people have a right to be proud of the public service contributions which he 
has made in his professional capacity in a vital field.” 

The Highway Research Board is a unit of the Division of Engineering and 
Industrial Research, National Academy of Sciences—National Research Coun- 
cil. It was organized in 1920 to stimulate research and its application to 
highways, including such aspects as highway administration, economics, plan- 
ning, engineering, construction, transportation, maintenance, traffic control, 
and law. The Board is supported by contributions from the 50 state highway 
departments, the U.S. Bureau of Public Roads, national associations, industry, 
colleges and universities, and individual associates. 


CHERNIACK HONORED BY N.Y. PORT AUTHORITY 


Nathan Cherniack, Fellow, ASCE, member of the Committee on Urban 
Transportation and economist for the Port of New York Authority, was hon- 
ored on November 22 by the Port Authority when he was presented with the 
Howard S. Cullman Distinguished Service Medal, in recognition of extra- 
ordinary service over the past thirty-seven years. 

The award was made by Authority Chairman S. Sloan Colt and Executive 
Director Austin J. Tobin at a public ceremony attended by Port Authority 
Commissioners and staff, and by family and friends of the award winner. 

The Howard S. Cullman Distinguished Service Medal has been awarded 
only once before. 

Mr. Cherniack, who has been on the staff of the Port Authority since 1923, 
has directed and analyzed the vital origin and destination surveys which de- 
termine the flow and pattern of vehicular traffic within the New Jersey-New 
York Port District. His theories on travel patterns have received important 
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recognition and have formed the basis for the planning of transportation fa- 
cilities constructed both by the Port Authority and other agencies within the 
Port District. He is now engaged in studies of movements of passengers, 
vehicles and freight through the Port of New York, in the Comprehensive 
Planning Office of the Port Authority’s Department of Port Development. 

A graduate of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, Mr. Cherniack 
has been a lecturer at the Yale University Bureau of Highway Traffic since 
1936. He is Past President of the Institute of Traffic Engineers, Fellow of 
the American Society of Civil Engineers and Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of its City Planning Division, member of the American Statistical 
Association and the American Institute of Planners, and a member of the 
Highway Research Board of the National Academy of Sciences. 


FILM ON DIGITAL SIMULATION 


A new film called “Digital Simulation of Traffic” has been recently com- 
pleted. 

The film, produced as a public service by the Midwest Research Institute, 
is based on research carried on under a grant from the Bureau of Public 
Roads. 

“Digital Simulation of Traffic” is a fifteen-minute sound color film de- 
scribing the use of digital simulation in the study of traffic flow. Through the 
use of a cathode ray tube attachment to the computer a visual display of the 
computer output was obtained and filmed. This output shows the duplication, 
by the computer, of actual vehicle-driver behavior in traffic.

CONFERENCE ON TRANSPORTATION RESEARCH 


In August 1960, a three-week study conference was conducted at Woods 
Hole, Massachusetts, on the subject of transportation. This report attempts 
to summarize the many discussions held during the period, and to set forth 
a consensus distilled from these discussions. 

In a foreword, the chairman of the conference, Professor Harmer E. Davis, 
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says: “This report is the result of a study conference. . .to review the nature 
and ramifications of transportation activities in the United States, and to pre- 
pare suggestions for improving national capacilities, through research, for 
dealing with transport problems. The undertaking was inspired by this con- 
Sideration: while science and technology have provided bases for improving 
transport potentials, those associated with science and technology may have a 
further and continuing responsibility to assist in the resolution of problems 
which inevitably accompany innovation.” 

In discussing the steps which must be taken to resolve the present difficul- 
ties and to secure advantage of the opportunities ahead, the group agreed a 
number of approaches were necessary. The one to which most attention was 
given at this meeting, and therefore the chief subject of this report, was a 
research program which could add to understanding and lead to the improve- 
ment of the composite transport function. The group agreed such a program 
needs to be conceived, organized, programmed and financially supported.

BIBLIOGRAPHY ON AIRPORT ENGINEERING 


This comprehensive “Bibliography on Airport Engineering” chronicles and 
catalogs the engineering knowledge and experience that has appeared in papers, 
articles, and reports in the publications of the free world from 1938 to 1959.
